For Interurban to Get to Heari 


Of Cincinnati. 


The Rebeccas of Rush county will 
hold their anniversary meeting in the 
Odd Fellows building next 
Tuesday 
evening. Members of the lodge from 
all parts of Rush county will 
be 
present. A program of speeches\and 
music will be given and a play will be 
presented by the local lodge. 
Every 
member of the Odd Fellows lodge and 
his family are invited to attend. 
It 
is expected that the lodges at Mil- 
rov, Arlington, 
Ilomer, 
Glenwood, 
Falmouth, Manilla and Carthage will 
be represented. 


A statement, which apparently was 
from authoritative sources, in the 
Cincinnati Enquirer yesterday that 
'‘‘actual construction on the line (the 
I. & C. extension) from Rushville 
to this city will be started about the 
middle of July, and it is expected 
th at before the snow flies in the fall 
the line will be placed in service for 
the entire distance,” was branded as 
the rankest kind of a “pipe 
dream 
at the J. & C. general offices here 
today. 
Charles L. Henry, president of the 
Ï. & C.. was not in Cincinnati and 
knew nothing* of the story in the 
Enquirer until after it had been pub­ 
lished. 
He was not here today, but 
Mr. Henry gave out an authorized 
interview to the Indianapolis News 
which explains some of the absurd­ 
ities in the Enquirer article. 
No arrangements for the financing 
o f the extension from Rushville to 
# 
Cincinnati have been 
made as 
yet, 
according to Mr. Henry, but he said 
the remainder of the right of way 
will be obtained as quickly as pos­ 
sible and the extension started as 
soon as the money is raised. 
Even if the money for financing 
the read were raised, it would be 
impossible to start the actual con­ 
struction of the road by the time 
stated in the Enquirer because if a 
contract for steel rails, for instance, 
were let immediately, it would prob­ 
ably be ninety or perhaps a hundred 
and twenty days before the order 
could be filled. 
Furthermore, it is 
preposterous to say that actual ser­ 
vice would be started between Rush- 
ville and Cincinnati five months a f­ 
ter construction began. 
Here's another statement from the 
Enquirer story: 
“It was stated yesterday from an 
authoritative source that the road 
lias acquired the old car barns at 
Brighton. 
This structure will be re­ 
modeled and converted into a pas­ 
senger station and freight depot.” 
The Brighton station 
was once 
thought of for 
terminal facilities, 
but that idea has been abandoned 
entirely. 
It was before the arrange­ 
ment for entrance into the heart of 
the city through the old canal bed 
was arranged for that this thing was 
contemplated. 
But now a station at 
the edge of the city would not be 
wanted, with the possibility of enter­ 
ing the city. 
The company has obtained control 
of the Cincinnati & Westwood rail­ 
road. a line of five and one-third 
miles, running from Westwood, at the 
edge of Cincinnati, to Brighton, with­ 
in the corporate limits of the city. 
The road was formerly 
a narrow 
gauge and lately has been used to 
supply factories in the outer edge of 
Cincinnati. 
It was formerly owned 
by the Gamble interests. 
This evidently inspired the follow- 
ingHn the Enquirer: 
“It is understood 
that the deal 
with the Cincinnati and Westwood 
will result in the Gamble interests 
becoming identified with the I. & C., 
and that a representative 
of 
the 
Westwood Line Will be added to the 
I. & C. directorate.”

Louis Evans, a high school boy 
of Greensburg, was fatally injured by 
an I. & C. car yesterday afternoon 
near Adams.

He was 
thrown from the bridge to the stony 
bed of the creek about fifteen feet 
below. 
His injuries consisted of a 
broken leg and a fractured skull. He 
never recovered 
consciousness and 
died shortly after he had been ta ­ 
ken home. 
He was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Evans.

and Motorman Braden.

O’Conner, age ninety-four years, who 
formerly lived in Rushville and who 
died of impaction of the bowels at 
his home 
in 
Columbus 
Thursday 
night, were held at St. Bartholo­ 
mew’s church in Columbus this mor­ 
ning, with the Rev. J. B. Delaney 
officiating. 
The deceased 
w*as an 
uncle of Denny Ryan of this city, 
who attended the funeral. 
He 
had 
been sick for but a little more than 
a day, and was considered very har­ 
dy for one of his age. 
The deceased was born in Ireland 
and came to this country in his ear­ 
lier years. 
He had long been a rail­ 
roader with the Pennsylvania Com­ 
pany. He always faithfully perform­ 
ed his duties until his 
age 
retired 
him from active service. 
His wife 
survives him. 
The aged couple have 
been married 53 years, 
and 
were 
married in this country. 
Three children survive the deceas­ 
ed. 
They are Patrick and Bridget 
O’Conner, both unmarried, who made 
their home with their parents, and 
James O’Conner, who lives at Chat­ 
tanooga, Tenn. 
One daughter is de- 
deased.

The re­ 
maining hours of the morning will be

room where it will be open to the 
public.

will go in two bunches at different 
hours. 
Tuesday afternoon will be devoted 
to showing the seventh 
and 
eighth 
grade pupils through the exhibit. At

Hurty has attained a national repu­

Wednesday morning the pupils of 
Washington school will view the ex­ 
hibit and at 2:30 in the afternoon' 
Dr. Ida 
Schweitzer 
will 
talk to 
women at the Main Street Christian 
church and at 3:25 to the girls of the 
high school at the Graham building. 
At the same hour Dr. Owen will ad­ 
dress the boys of the high school. In 
the evening at 7 :30 Dr. 
Schweitzer 
will lecture 
on

subject, “ The 
Home—Its Perils and 
Safeguards” 
at the M. E. church. 
Thursday morning the 
pupils of

If the Progressive party in 
this 
city expects to be represented on 
the election board at the coming city 
election, it is due to a disappoint­ 
ment if the decision of Judge Fred 
M. Hostetter 
of 
Evansville 
holds 
good. 
The same condition exists in 
Evansville as in this 
city, 
namely 
that the Bull Moose party was third 
in the last general 
election. 
If the 
Progressives are not permitted to 
serve on the board in Evansville they 
will not be in this city. 
It has been the impression, especi­ 
ally among Progressives, 
that 
the 
state should be taken as a unit in de­ 
ciding which party was entitled to 
representation on 
election 
board-. 
The Bull Moose party/ was second in 
the state but in this county it ranked 
third. 
The general 
impression has 
been that since 
the 
Bull 
Moosers 
were second in the state they would 
be entitled to a place on the election 
board at the coming city election. If 
the luting of the Vanderburg county* 
superior court holds good the state 
will not be taken as a unit but the 
county will be used and in this ease 
the Progressives 
in 
liff-li 
county 
would not be entitled to serve on the 
board. 
In Evansville a few 
weeks 
ago 
when John F. Young was appointed 
as the Bull Moose member 
of 
the 
election board the city clerk, Harvey 
Weber, refused to recognize him, and 
Young filed a suit before Judge IIos- 
tetter, asking that Weber be foreeu 
to recognize him. 
Judge Hostetler’s 
decision 
held 
that the city or county rather than 
the state ought to be considered as 
units in determining the construction 
of the election law because of the 
theory of home rule. 
In the election 


la st fall the Republicans in Evans­ 
ville and Vanderburg county ran sec­ 
ond and the Progressives ran third. 
The Progressives in their suit based 
their contentions on the state as a 
unit. 
In giving his decision. Judge Hos­ 
tetter refused to consider the plain­ 
tiff's objections to 
the 
demurer on 
the grounds that it was not worded 
artistically. 
As a 
supposition 
to 
show that the city and county should 
he taken 
as 
a unit when city a f­ 
fairs alone are considered, the court 
showed how it would have been pos­ 
sible for only a few Progressives to 
live south of Indianapolis and still 
by a heavy vote in the northern part 
of the state run second in the gener­ 
al election. 
This, in the opinion of 
Judge Hostetter, would not be fair 
to the Democrats and Republicans in 
Evansville and other cities. 
In support of his idea that the 
city and county7 should be the unit 
Judge Hostetter examined a number 
of court abstracts, judicial decisions 
and opinions of legal text writers. 


The first term of the Rush circuit 
court as a separate circuit ended to­ 
day. Nothing of very great impor­ 
tance was done on the closing day. 
There will be no court next week and 
the May term will begin 
the 
first 
Monday in May. The week’s vacation 
will give the court officials a chance 
to get caught up in the work of the 
term just ended. 
An appeal 
was 
granted in the case of Cary Jackson, 
administrator of the estate of Amelia 
J. Powell, deceased, against Robert 
F. Powell on a note demanding $500. 
The cáse will be taken to the appel­ 
late court. 
The ease was tried this 
term of court and the plaintiff was 
given $100 and $25 attorney fees.

While in session this 
afternoon, 


the county board of commissioners 


were undecided whether or not to 


accept the final report on the \\ ill | 
Harton road in Rushville township 


because it had not been signed by 


one of the viewers. 
The other view­ 


er and the county surveyor signed 
the report. 
Different decisions of 
the courts were recalled. 
Only re­ 
cently the judge of 
the 
Hamilton 
circuit court at Noblesville held both 
viewers and the surveyor had to sign 
the report and the 
judge 
of 
the 
Marion circuit court in Indianapolis 
held in an identical case that they 
did not have to. 
Contrary to a published statement, 
the building of the Bruce Graham 
road will not exceed the bonded in­ 
debtedness limit in 
Rushville town­ 
ship. 
The bonds for the road have 
been issued by the 
commissioners 
and the township will still have four 
thousand dollars to spare before the 
limit is reached. 
This will not be 
enough to build 
the 
Harton road, 
however, and it will have to go over 
until next year. 
The commissioners 
are 
working 
over time preparing tor the awarding 
of contracts to repair and rebuild 
bridges and roads damaged by the 
flood. 
They 
have 
made 
a 
few 
changes of minor importance in the 
original plans for repairs in a few 
cases.

The annual commencement 
exer­

Dr. R. J. Hall, living northeast of 


yhe city, lost a pony yesterday when 


it fell and broke its neck while run­ 


ning away. Dr. Ilall was driving the 


pony and w*as unable to manage it 


when it started to run. 
The pony 
tripped and in the 
fall 
broke its 
neck. 
This was the second runaway 
within as many days that the Halls 
have been connected with. 
The day 
before the children 
were 
driving 
home from school and the pony ran- 
away. 
In this runaway the buggy 
was demolished but no one was in­ 
jured. 


Twenty-four acts 
pertaining 
to 
the courts were passed by the last 
general assembly, a few of them be­ 
ing amendments 
to 
laws 
now 
in 
force. Four of the twenty-four were 
to create separate court circuits, one 
of the number being the division of 
the 
Rush-Shelby 
judicial 
circuit. 
This act is the second one in the new 
volume of acts which has just arriv­ 
ed here. 
The first one, of course, is 
the appropriation bill for the general 
expense of the legislature. 
One of the court acts changes the 
per diem of jurors, both petit and 
grand, from two to two and a half 
dollars a day. 
There was no emer­ 
gency clause and the act will not be 
effective until the Governor issues a 
proclamation about the first of next 
month. 
Another act which makes a notable 
change in court 
procedure is the 
one changing the method of drawing 
petit and grand jurors for service 
on the regular panel. 
For the provision of the old law 
that “ within a period not more than 
one w^eek preceding 
any 
term” of 
court the clerk shall open the box of 
names in his office, and “draw7 there­ 
from” the names of grand and petit 
jurors, is substituted the 
provision 
that “at 10 o’clock a. m. on the Mon­ 
day immediately preceding the com­ 
mencement of any term” the clerk 
shall open the box 
and “publicly” 
draw the required 
names 
from it. 


O therwise, the law is not changed by 
this act. 
It declares an emergency, 
and took effect the day it was ap­ 
proved. 
Another act pertains 
to 
struck 
juries. 
For the previsions in the old 
law that 
the 
clerk 
of the 
court 
shall select “forty such persons as 
he shall think most indifferent be­ 
tween the parties and best qualified 
to try the cause.” in case a struck 
jury is demanded, is 
substituted a 
provision that “the jury commission­ 
ers of said county holding the key 
to the box containing the names of 
the persons selected for jury duty in 
said county shall 
attend 
at 
the 
clerk’s office,” and then the clerk, 
“having first well shaken 
the 
box 
shall draw therefrom forty names,” 
out of which sixteen shall be chosen 
by each 
side 
striking 
off twelve. 
“The names of the persons so struck 
off shall be replaced in the jury box 
and shall be eligible for selection for 
jury service.” 
If a jury is not obtained from the 
struck panel “vacancies 
shall 
be 
filled from the regular petit jury: 
Provided further, that as to persons 
selected from such petit jury, each 
party shall have the same rights of 


challenge, peremptory and otherwise, 


as if given by law in the selection of 


petit juries.” 


There is no emergency clause. 


One act provides that a change of 


judge or change of venue from the 


county 
may be taken in 
probate 


eases for the same reason and upon 


the same terms and conditions upon 


which there may be a change of 


judge or of venue in any civil action. 


There is one exception. 
The change

These Are to Be Appointed in the Re­ 
spective Counties and Cities of the 
State on the First Monday in May 
and Will Take the Place of Present 
Truant Officers. Their Duties Being 
Prescribed by the New Law. 


Indianapolis, April 26.—In letters £ 
■which are being sent to the city and 
county superintendents of schools, the 
state board of truancy is calling atten­ 
tion to the features of the new school 
attendance law. 
Attendance officers, a name substi­ 
tuted by the new law for truant offi­ 
cers, are to be appointed in cities and 
counties of the state the first Monday 
In May, but the terms of the new offi­ 
cers are not to begin until next Au­ 
gust, when the terms of the present 
officers expire. 
The county board of education shall 
appoint the attendance officer for each 
county. In counties having a popula­ 
tion of less than 25,000 inhabitants, 
the letter says, such officers shall 
serve also as probation officers. 
A 
city having a school enumeration of 
2.000 or more chi+dren, or two or more 
cities or towns in any county having 
a combined school enumeration of 
2.000 or more, may, if they desire, con­ 
stitute a separate district for the ad­ 
ministration of this act. 
The attend­ 
ance officers of such cities shajl be 
appointed by the school trustees or, 
boards of school commissioners, re­ 
spectively, of such city or cities. At­ 
tendance officers shall receive $2 for 
each day of actual service. 
Cities having a school enumeration i 
of 2,000 and less than 10,000 children 
shall have one attendance officer, cit*J 
ies of more than 10,000 and less than 
20.000 may have two attendance offi- ! 
cers, cities of 20,000 and less than 30,-J 
000 may have three attendance offi- 
cers, cities of 30,000 and less than 40,- j 
000 may have four attendance officers, 
and oit)3s of 40,000 or more may have j 
five or more attendance officers, the ; 
number to be determined by the boards j 
of school commissioners of such cities. 
Under this law children, unless phy- j 
sically or mentally disqualified, be- { 
tween seven and fourteen years old. j 
are required to attend school and such : 
children between fourteen and sixteen 
years old are required either to be in ; 
school or to be employed.

Cincinnati Enquirer yesterday that 
•"actual construction on the line (the' 
L & C. extension) from Rushville 
to this city will be started about the 
middle of July, and it is expected 
that before the snow flies in the fall 
the line will be placed in service for 
the entire distance," was branded as 
the rankest kind of a "pipe" dream 
at the I. & C. general offices here 
today. 


Charles L. Henry, president of Ihe 


I. & C., was not in Cincinnati and 
knew nothing' of the story in the 
Enquirer until after it had been pub- 
lished. He was not here today, but 
Mr. Henry gave out an authorized 
interview to the Indianapolis News 
which explains some of the absurd- 
ities in the Enquirer article. 


No arrangements for the fihancing 


of f the extension from Hushville to 
Cincinnati have been made as yet, 
according to Mr. Henry, but he said 
the remainder of the right of way 
will be obtained as quickly as pos- 
sible and the extension started as 
soon as the money is raised. 


Even if the money for financing 


the road were raised, it would be 
impossible to start the actual con- 
struction of the road by the time 
stated in the Enquirer because if a 
contract for steel rails, for instance, 
were let immediately, it would prob- 
ably be ninety or perhaps a hundred 
and twenty days before the order 
could be filled. Furthermore, it is 
preposterous to say that actual ser- 
vice would be started between Rush- 
ville and Cincinnati five mouths af- 
ter construction began. 


Here's another statement from the 


Enquirer story: 


"It was stated yesterday from an 


authoritative source that the road 
has acquired the old car barns at 
Brighton. This structure will be re- 
modeled and converted into a pas- 
senger station and freight depot." 


The Brighton station 
was once 


thought of for 
terminal facilities, 


but that idea has been abandoned 
entirely. It was before the arrange- 
ment for entrance into the heart of 
the city through the old canal bed 
-was arranged for that this thing was 
contemplated. But now a station at 
the edge of the city would not be 
wanted, with the possibility of enter- 
ing the city. 


The company has obtained control 


of the Cincinnati & Westwood rail- 
road, a line of five and one-third 
miles, running from Westwood, at the 
edge of Cincinnati, to Brighton, with- 
in the corporate limits of the city.

JUVENILE COURT ACT AMENDED 


New Method Provided for Drawing 


Jurors and Their Pay is In- 


creased Fifty Cents a Day. 


Twenty-four acts pertaining 
to. 


the courts were passed by the last 
general assembly, a few of them be- 
ing amendments lo laws now in 
force. Four of Ihe twenty-four were 
to create separate court circuits, one 
of the number being the division of 
the Rush-Shelby judicial 
circuit. 


This act is the second one in the new 
volume of acts which has just arriv- 
ed here. The first one, of course, is 
the appropriation bill for the general 
expense of the legislature. 


One of the court acts changes the 


per diem of jurors, both petit and 
grand, from two to two and a half 
dollars a day. There was no emer- 
gency clause and the act will not be 
effective until the Governor issues a. 
proclamation about the first of nest 
month. 


xVnother act which makes a notable 


change in court 
procedure is the 


one changing the method of drawing 
petit and grand jurors for service 
on the regular panel. 


For the provision of the old law 


that "within a period not more than 
one week preceding any term" of 
court the clerk shall open the box of 
names in his office, and "draw there- 
from" th'e names of grand and petit 
jurors, is substituted the 
provision 


that "at 10 o'clock a. m. on the Mon- 
day immediately preceding the com- 
mencement of any term'' the clerk 
shall open the box and "publicly" 
draw the required names from it. 
Otherwise, the law is not changed by 
this act. It declares an emergency, 
and took effect the day it was apr- 
proved.

Joseph H. Choate, the former am- 


bassador to the court of St. James, 
voiced, as he was sure, the sentiment 
of all Americans when he turned 
toward Mr. Bryce and said: 


'England has sent, will send, many 


ambassadors, but there's only one 
Bryce in the whole list. The Ameri- 
can people from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, love you and honor you, sir." 


Mr. Bryce's speech of farewell was 


characteristic of his attitude toward 
this country and his solicitude for our | 
welfare. The keynote of the address 
was his prophecy that America, no 
matter what dangers and crises con- 
front her, will survive to lead the 
march of civilization. 


In addition to the address by Mr. 


Bryce and the speech by Mr. Choate, 
the toastmaster, the dinner was no- 
table in that the new ambassador to 
Great Britain, Walter H. Page, made 
his first public speech since his ap- 
pointment by President -Wilson.

was he who had the last word in wish- 
ing the retiring British ambassador 
long life and greater fame. 


Declined to Be Interviewed. 


Chicago, April 2G.—Secretary Bryan, 


on his way to the coast as the special 
representative of the president to con- 
fer with Governor Johnson and the 
California legislature in regard to the 
alien land law legislation, spent four 
hours in this city.

dent he said that the revelations were 
so astounding that a Republican sen- 
ator openly and bittorly denounced 
the Springfield factory of the Interna- 
tional Shoe company. H» added: 


"As I have been informed that this 


corporation is supporting a lobby at 
Washington in opposition to your pro- 
posed tariff law on the grounds that if 
certain duties are removed the girl 
workers in their shoe factories will be 
brought into competition with the 
cheap labor of Europe, I believe your 
attention should be called to the testi- 
mony given here." 


In his telegram to Lieutenant Gov- 


ernor Paynter he said: "At a meet- 
ing of the Illinois senate vice commis- 
sion, it developed that the girls em- 
ployed In a Springfield factory of the 
International , Shoe company are the 
victims of worse industrial conditions 
than have yet come to the attention of 
the commission. Mr. Derby, superin- 
tendent 
of the Springfield factory, 


stated under oath that the Interna- 
tional Shoe company is a $25,000,000 
corporation and its executive officers 
are residents of Missouri. I-respect- 
fully invite the co-operation of your 
Missouri senate vice commission in a 
thorough and complete investigation 
of the methods of this corporation." 


While the Illinois senate Awhile slave 


commission was learning in its in- 
vestigation in the capital city that 
working girls were being paid less in 
the shadow of the statehouse than In 
the worst sweatshop in Chicago, Gov- 
ernor Dunne was ' signing, a bill ap- 
propriating $10,000 to finance the com- 
mission. 


S. W. Derby, superintendent of the 


International Shoe factory, when ask- 
ed to speak louder In the course of his 
examination, said: 
"I don't care 


whether they hear me or not" 


"That is simply a reiteration of the 


monopolistic statement 'the public be 
damned,' " shouted Mr. O'Hara. 


"Let me tell you, sir," Senator Juul 


declared, "that it was the testimony of 
a girl from your factory in St. Louis 
that inspired the work of this com- 
mission. That girl attempting to live 
on the starvation wage of $3 a week, 
ending In the very depths. Her story 
was so horrible, it could not be print- 
ed." 


"I want to tell you, Mr. Derby, that 


I for one wish I had the power to drive 
your concern from Illinois," added 
Senator Juul. "You are a disgrace to 
the state."

These Are to Be Appointed in the Re- 


spective Counties and Cities of the 
State on the First Monday in May 
and Will Take the Place of Present 
Truant Officers, Their Duties Being 
Prescribed by the New Law. 


Indianapolis, April 26.—In letters 


wbich are being sent to the city and 
county superintendents of schools, the 
state board of truancy is calling atten- 
tion to the features of the new school 
attendance law. 


Attendance officers, a name substi- 


tuted by the new law for truant offi- 
cers, are to be appointed in cities and 
counties of the state the first Monday 
In May, but the terms of the new offi- 
cers are not to begin until next Au- 
gust, when the lerms of Ihe present 
officers expire. 


The county board of education shall 


appoint the attendance officer for each 
county. In counties having a popula- 
tion of less than 25,000 inhabitants, 
the letter says, such officers shall 
serve also as probation officers. 
A 


city having a school enumeration of 
2,000 or more children, or two or more 
cities or towns in any county having 
•a combined school enumeration of 
2,000 or more, may, if they desire, con- 
stitute a separate district for the ad- 
ministration of this act. The attend- 
ance officers of such cities shajl be 
appointed by the school trustees or 
boards of school commissioners, re- 
spectively, of such city or cities. At- 
tendance officers shall receive $2 for 
each day of actual service. 


Cities having a school enumeration 


of 2,000 and less than 10,000 children 
shall have one attendance officer, cit- 
ies of more than 10,000 and less than' 
20,000 may have two attendance offi- 
cers, cities of 20,000 and less than 30,- 
000 may have three attendance offi- 
cers, cities of 30,000 and less than 40,- 
000 may have four attendance officers, 
and oiti2S of 40,000 or more may have 
five or more attendance .officers, the 
number to be determined by the boards 
of school commissioners of such cities. 


Under this law children, unless phy- 


sically or mentally disqualified, be- 
tween" seven and fourteen years old, 
are required to attend school arid such 
children between fourteen and sixteen 
years old are required either to be In 
school or to be employed.

among the causes of 240 deaths in In- 
diana in March, which are classed by 
the state'board of health as having 
resulted from "external causes." 


Twenty persons were killed in tor- 


nadoes, thirty-five were drowned in 
floods, thirty-six met death at their 
own hands, and there were twelve 
homicides. Twenty-nine persons were 
killed in railroad accidents, six in 
streetcar accidents and two in auto- 
mobile accidents.

Of the deaths from external 


causes 174 were of men and sixty-six 
of women.

All of the other court acts were to 


fit special cases which have no ap- 
lication in Rush county, with the ex- 
ception of ' the_ amendment ,to| the 
juvenile court act, which contains 
some changes that are of intelesfc 
A brief summary follows: 


Senate Bill 251 (Chapter 325)^ ap- 


proved March 15, amends Seit^m 1 
and 3 of the juvenile court bill, as 
amended in 1907 (Bums, 190fc,iSec- 
tion 1630, 1632. Section 1 j (1630 
is amended so as to increase the 
salary of the judge of the juvenile 
court of Indianapolis from $2,500 to 
$4,000 a year, and a proviso is: in- 
serted that in other counties than 
Marion "the circuit court and the 
judge thereof shall have and possess 
all the powers and duties conferred 
on the juvenile court and the'judge 
thereof by this act and shall have 
the exclusive jurisdiction, in all mat- 
ters relating to children, including 
juvenile delinquents, truants, chil- 
dren petitioned for by the board of 
children's guardians, and in all cases 
wherein the. custody of children is in 
question." The juvenile court, as so 
constituted, "may-sit in chambers 
and'hold its sessions irrespective of 
the terms of the circuit court." The 
tenure of juvenile court judges now 
in office is not to be affected. 


Section 3 (1032) is amended .so-as 


to provide that the jurisdiction of 
the juvenile court shall extend -to 
girls until they have completed their 
eighteenth year instead of their sev- 
enteenth. It is provided that when 
complaint is made against a boy or 
girl and certfied to the juvenile court, 
and has been investigated "if said 
cause is not dismissed a summons 
shall be issued by the clerk requiring 
the person or persons having custody 
or control of the child, or with whom 
the child may be, to appear with the 
child at a place and time, 
which 


shall be stated in the summons; said 
summons, shall also contain a notice 
requiring such person or persons to 
show cause, if any, why such child 
should not be made a public ward 
or a ward of the court," and the 
parent may also be notified unless 
he is present in court or is a non- 
resident of the county, or can not be 
found. At the option of the court a 
warrant may be issued to bring the 
child into court. If such summons 
and notice shall. have been served 
upon the parent or guardian, no fur- 
ther notice shall be required of any 
order made by the court for com-

Indiana Bankers' Association is Fos- 


tering Important Educational 


Movement For State. 


The vocational law passed by the 


last Legislature, regarded by many 
people as the best measure adopted 
at that session, is to be considered 
at a special conference of the peo- 
ple of Indiana at Indianapolis on 
June 3 and 4, when some of the most 
eminent authorities and orators of 
the nation will be on the program. 
The conference has been called by 
the agricultural committee of the In- 
diana Bankers' Association, which 
will pay the expenses of the meeting. 


The operations of the voqational 


law-will begin in both town and rural 
schools next fall. It means that in 
the town schools boys will be 
taught useful trades, girls will be 
taught domestic science and home 
economics, 
and 
in 
the country 


schools agriculture and home eco- 
nomics will be taught the boys and 
gn"ls. The purpose of the law is to 
open to the men and women of the 
future greater 
opportunities than 


those of the past have had, and 
through their increased 
usefulness 


both to themselves, and the state give 
Indiana greater 
advancement 
and 


prosperity. 


The June conference will give its 


attention to the law as it relates to 
the future development of the far- 
ming resources of Indiana. It will 
bring together both men and women 
who are even remotely interested in 
seeing that Indiana produces greater 
harvest and through these harvests 
add more to the prosperity of the 
people of the State. The conference 
is intended to awaken the people of 
Indiana to the importance of joining 
in a united effort in giving the new- 
law a proper start on its career, Any 
county can at 
comparatively little 


cost avail itself of the advantages of 
the law, and the conference speak- 
ers, who will be men and women of 
national fame, intend to make it 
plain that*, it is the duty of the peo- 
ple of each county to take up the 
law,and without delay begin to applv 
it "to their use. 


The agricultural committee of the 


bankers organization has asked the 
officers of many other associations 
and institutions to join in making the 
conference a success both in attend- 
ance and in educational value. That 
these ends may be accomplished a 
general committee has been appoint- 
ed, making its headquarters at 501 
Chamber of Commerce, Indianapolis.

Must Relinquish Prize For Which 
They Fought With Such Valor All 
Winter, Though No Immediate Ac- 
tion Is Suggested as a Means of En- 
forcing This Demand. 


London, April. 26.—Though the sit- 


uation has in no way changed for the 
worse in the past twenty-four hours, 
the riddle over the occupation of Scu- 
tari by the Montenegrins has not been 
solved. The hair-raising frenzy of the 
.Vienna scaremongers has subsided 
considerably. 


It is feared, however, that a ferment 


is likely to recur, inasmuch as no im- 
mediate action against Montenegro is 
apparent, but the acute crisis has been 
avoided for the present. Meantime, 
the ambassadors of the powers at tlieir 
meeting here emphasized the unanim 
ity of the powers in the declaration 
that Montenegro could not have Sea 
tari, but so far as known they did not 
take any further measures.

ON VERGE OF STARVATION 


Scutari's Inhabitants Were Reduced 


to the Last Extremity. 


Cettinje, Montenegro, April 26.— 


Conditions In the fortress of Scutar 
when Essaad Pasha, the Turkish com 
mander, surrendered to the Montene 
grins, were appalling. The'Turkish 
troops and the whole population wer< 
In a state of such extreme exhaustion 
from lack of food that Essaad Pasha 
had been threatened with death unles 
he agreed to capitulate. When th< 
victors entered they were surroundei 
by half-starved men and women clam 
sring for food. 


The hospitals also were in horrible 


sondition. Unburied and semi-decom- 
posed corpses were lying about in the 
streets, and in the houses many peo- 
ple were found dead or dying of ex- 
haustion. 


The Montenegrins alleviated the im- 


mediate distress of the stricken popu- 
lation, but their own supplies were 
scanty. King Nicholas of Montenegro 
has dispatched three boats to Scutari 
laden with provisions and medical and 
sanitary supplies. 


Crown Prince Danilo, commander of 


the Montenegrin forces, telegraphs 
from Scutari that the Turkish garri- 
son, which was allowed to march out 
of the fortress with full honors of war, 
consisted of-26,000 soldiers of the ac- 
tive army; 5,000 irregular volunteers, 
and 458 officers, including a number 
of Austrians.
